THE SILVERTON ELECTION.

Those Hlegal Ballots—the Lonisiana
Method Introdaced in Oregon,

Ebn. CAriran Jornsan: During
my visit to Nalem yesterday, 1 found
that everybody had a WIONE Bnpros-
sion s to the facts concerning  the
municipal  eloction held at this
place on the first Monduny of the pros-
ent woenth,

The news had been sent out  that
the prohibitionists had voted on
colored, and therefore illegal paper,
and that their ballots had been
properly  (thrown out by the oity
eouncil.  Buch word had been sent
out by some person to the Oregonian
and the Statesman.

The same word bad been  earriod
from here by the visitors from  Sa-
lem, whonttended on the occasion of
Judee Willinms' speech here on the
8th inst., and republicans have been
making merry over the assump-
tion that “the  liotle  nest
of  prohibitionists at  Silverton"
had Been effectunlly  squelehed hy
the j\l'll.!l":-l .‘-']'ll‘!‘l']l-

To=ot these matters right, T wish
tosay that the hallots  used by  the
prohibitionists were made of paper
furnistind by the seeretury of state
for the purpose, as the law  directs,
and that there was no mark or color
onthe outside of the tickets by
which to distinguish them from
other legal bullots.

The law requires that the Lullot
paper shall be “plain white paper,”
and acting under the law, this is
the paper furnished by the secretacy
of state, and in his judgment it is
“plain white paper.” Itis the same
puper we used at our election last
spring without a question uslto its
belng legal puper; it wasnot thought
to be colored paper then, how comes
it that it is considered eolored paper
now?

And further; some of the colored
ballota had been seratehed and the
nnnies of eandidutes on the eitizens’
ticket had been inseried.  These
Intter were counted for the eltizen
candidates but thrown out for the
prohibition candidates. Also somo
of the eitizen fickets had been
serutehed wnd prohibition eandi-
dates  Inserted, but the inserted
names were not counted  in by the
council.

Bo it sappears from these facts
that the s called eolored paper
was legal enough when it contained
the names of the eitizens' ticket but
illegnl when it contained the names
of prohibitionists, Bo also the lugal
whlmlpapur upon which the citizen
enndidites, nnmes were printed  bo-
came fllegal at the place where 1he
prohibition names were lusortod,

And further the whole city gov-
ernment |8 in the hands of republi-
cank; the recorder, treasurer, nnd
four members of the council are
republicans, They were not aleated
however, not becatse they were re-
publivans but because they ure into-
suloon republicans, To be truthful
the vitizens' tioket ghould have been
headed, the whisky ticket,

The ssue was whisky and anti-
whirky.

There is another fact about it
which especially commends it to the
nympam,}' of modest men, and that
18, the old councll, who passed upon
the legality of the prohibition ballot
paper,were the samo pemsons, with
o exception, who were running on
the citizens’ tieket, That s, the
